Remarks 

The present invention is directed to methods of increasing or diverting a pre-existing 
immune response in an individual by administering an immunity linker having binding sites that 
include polypeptides expressed by bacteriophages. After entry of the amendments, Claims 1-4, 
7, 10, 11, 13-16 and 18 remain pending in this application. Claims 1, 14 and 18 have been 
amended. Support for these amendments is found at least at page 1 3, lines 13-20 and page 17, 
lines 1-22 of the specification. Claim 12 is cancelled herein. Claims 5, 6, 8, 9 and 17 have been 
previously canceled. Claims 1 9 and 20 are newly added. 

No new matter has been added as a result of these amendments. Entry of these 
amendments is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph 

Claims 14 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph as being unclear. 
The Applicant respectfully traverse the rejection as it applies to the amended claims. 

Claim 14 has been amended to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which Applicant regards as his invention. The claims have been amended to recite that 
the binding sites differ in their specificity for different immune response components or their 
affinity for the same immune response component. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests 
withdrawal of this rejection. 

Claims 1 1 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph as being unclear. 
The Applicant respectfully traverse the rejection as it applies to the amended claims. 

Claim 1 has been amended to provide antecedent basis for the term "the first 
bacteriophage" found in claim 11. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of 
this rejection. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C §112, first paragraph (written description) 
Claims 1-4, 7, 10-16 and 18 are rejected under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph for lacking 
written description.

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.G §112 y first paragraph (enablement) 
Claim 12 is rejected under 35 USC 1 12, ^paragraph for lacking enablement.
